There .was reported from New York city a few days ago a 


"cut Vale-war" between retail (tealcrs;in fp6ds and, the com- 
missio'ner in charge oHhe sale of; the government'^ surpHis 
stock of provisions which were prbvi.dcd for use in the army 
and navy. 
Included in this stock was a lot of canned soup 


which was offered to the public at nine and ten cents a can, a 
price considerably below what was being charged by a chain 
of stores selling similar goods. 
After the government's sale 


.had opened these stores,dropped the price lo three cans for 25 
cents, and (he commissioner met Ihc cut by reducing his price 
to seven cents a can. 
It was announce/I Hurl 1he prices of 


other articles would be cut, evidently with intent to discourage, 
the re I ail dealers in any attempt lo compete with the govern- 
ment in the mailer'of prices. 


But it is a question whether anything of this sort is not 


poor policy on the part of the government, which, it is uiulc!- 
stood, has engaged in I'liis enterprise not primarily for (he 
purpose of disposing of ils surplus foods, but for the sake of 
bunging profiteers to iime and reducing the cost of living'. The 
government could easily have sold its goods at wholesale, and 
probably for as much as'it is geling at retail, bul if that had 
been done there would have been no reduction in retail prices 
and Ihc general public would have received no benefit what- 
ever from thai transaction. •

Now that' (lie government sale is having its effect, at least 


in New Yorw:cily, it would seem to be the part of wisdom to 
let well enough alone. 
If the retailers are ready lo bring their 


prices down to a proper level they should be permitted to do so 
without further pressure on the part of the government. The 
government could well a fiord to "stand on guard" with ils 
surplus stock, holding and offering it at fair prices'and there- 
by acling a£ a regulator of Hie market. 
If competition is en- 


tered into, with cutting of prices, (here will be cheap .food in 
places for a Short lime, but after the government's slocks.me 
exhausted the retailers will jump back to the old prices,, or 
higher, and the.public will gain litlle from the whole transac- 
tion. 


U would seem to be far belter for the government: to main-' 


lain* the fair prices it lias made, regardless of any culling ,lhe 
retailers;may See fit 
1 to engage in. Whoever wants-to makii 


lower prices should have the privilege in welcome. As before 
slated, the governments object in,<this business is to reduce 
the cost of living, and when the results are such as are claimed 
in New York nothing more shotild'MJe asked.

circumstances the longer tlie government slocks hold out the 
better, and il \yould be foolish lo close them out in cut-throat 
conipelilion wilh profiteers who will improve the first oppor- 
tunity to recoup their losses from smaller profits> or no prqfiU 
at all, during the period required lo dispose of (he supplies of.
